Those entering 
grades 9 and 10 are very enthusiastic about 
becoming “Network Administrators” in the 
Centre for Change. They’re also keen to help 
both teachers and grade nine students to use 
our school’s GPS receivers and our GIS soft- 
ware and community data to achieve the cur- 
ricular expectations under Secondary School 
Reform (SSR).
